T he cabinet took its stand in a 
wide review of the em pire’s prob­ 
lems, from G erm any’s sweeping 
colonial claims to English trade, 
at the very m om ent Lloyd George 
was flaying B ritain ’s treatm ent of 
the problems he him self helped 
create at Versailles. 
The cabinet, which made no of­ 
ficial announcem ent of decisions 
reached, also devoted much of its 
two-and-one-half hour session to 
new problems of defense of 
its 
great empire. 
“ Bad Peace*’ Criticised 
Lloyd 
George 
delivered 
his 
speech to the London Free Church 
Federation club at the City T em ­ 
ple. It was his first public com­ 
ment on the Munich pact of Sept. 
341. 
His m outh-long silence was

Ver­ 
sailles. 
The 
w hite-haired 
statesm an 
W ' term ed the Munich pact a “ trans- 
sient peace,” and he implied th a t 
re-forged defenses w ere vitally ne­ 
cessary. It was “ a bad peace.” he 
said, “ and a bad peace Is no peace 
at all.” 
“ W e were not even ready to de­ 
fend ourselves,” he said, let alone 
rescue others. 
B ut is incompe­ 
tence a justification for bad faith? 
“ Instead of 68 nations, 
you 
w ouldn’t get two to follow us to­ 
day . . . 
“ I tell you w hat we shall find. 
W e shall have forfeited 
honor; 
we shall have lost th e respect of 
the world and, w hat is still worse, 
we shall have lost our own self­ 
respect. 
"And in the end there will be 
no peace; there will be war, and 
war w ithout friends."

Hungarian Disputes 


Budapest. Oct. 26. (ZP)— Czecho­ 
slovakia tonight accepted 
H un­ 
gary’s proposal th a t 
Italy 
and 
Germany arbitrate 
their 
terri­ 
torial 
dispute, 
and it appeared 
probable 
the 
two 
totalitarian 
states would finally decide 
the 
new Czechoslovak-Hungarlan bor­ 
der. 
There still were secondary dif­ 
ferences between th e stands 
of 
Pargue and Budapest, 
however, 
which might keep them apart. 
Acceptance of the principle of 
arbitration by Germany and Italy 
was contained in Czechoslovakia’s 
latest proposals, received tonight 
in reply 
to 
proposals 
Hungary 
made Monday. The reply was con­ 
sidered as showing some progress 
which might form the basis 
for 
further peaceful negotiations. 
A foreign office spokesman said 
among the still existing 
differ­ 
ences was Czechoslovakia’s insist­ 
ence that occupation of the pure 
H ungarian areas wait until Ger­ 
many and Italy and possibly oth­ 
er arbitrators decide on the occu­ 
pation procedure. The spokesman 
described this as “ unacceptable” 
by Hungary. 
The H ungarian government In 
its last proposals 
demanded

prebiscite be held in eight disput­ 
ed districts, including four

towns 
where 
the 
Czechoslovak 
note suggested settlem ent by a r ­ 
bitration. 
The 
Czechoslovak answer did

Hungary. 
The Czechoslovaks demanded,

opening of muskrat 
and 
mink 
season, which opens Tuesday, No­ 
vember I. 
Local conservation officers said 
yesterday that there appears to be 
an abundances of both animals in 
this district and it is believed this 
will be one of the most successful 
seasons for trappers in 
several 
years. 
The trapping season closes the 
last day of November. 
However, i 
the law allows that mink may be 
hunted until January 31. 
A resident 
trapping 
license 
costs one dollar for 20 traps and 
ten cents for each additional trap. 
A metal tag bearing the name and 
address of the owner must be at­ 
tached to each trap. 
It is unlaw­ 
ful to use traps otherwise or to 
have them in possession in areas 
frequented by wild animals. 
It 
also Is unlawful to use traps larg­ 
er than size I % for taking mink 
or muskrat or to set traps with­ 
in six feet of a muskrat house, 
hole or home. 
It is not legal to use firearms, 
spears, baited hooks, explosives, 
chemicals, 
mechanical 
devices 
other than traps or to use pitfalls, 
poison or smokers of any kind to 
kill, take or capture muskrats. 
Non-residents may not trap in 
Michigan.

tal as a WPA project. 
The

posed plant will cost $272,000, of 
which $184,700 will be contribut­ 
ed by the city and $87,300 by the 
federal government.

on completion of the project. Un­ 
der PWA, It would be necessary to 
bond the city while under a WPA 
project, this is not required.

Africans. 
Back in 1920 Southwest 
Africa 
was 
mandated to the Union of South 
Africa. 
The territory was ruled by an Administra­ 
tor and Advisory Council, In which both 
the South African Union and German cle­ 
ments were represented. 
In 1922 the Southwest Africans 
asked 
for some form of self-government. 
The 
Union of South Africa was willing, 
but 
felt that the Germans, who had remained 
In the colony and who wished to help rule 
It, should become naturalized subjects of 
the Union of South Africa. 
General Jan Smuts, then Premier 
of 
South Africa, in London 
arranged 
with 
representives of the German government 
to influence the Germans to accept. 
Ac­ 
cordingly, in 1924, the law 
was 
passed 
automatically extending naturalization 
to 
all Germans who had lived in the territory 
before January I, 1924.

Restoring Wage Cute 
G 
IGANTIC manufacturing concerns such 
as General Motors and Chrysler 
have 
within the last few days 
restored 
wage 
cuts. 
These cuts were made last winter 
when the bottom dropped out of the auto­ 
mobile industry and the recession poured 
in. 
Happily, business seems to be 
turning 
upward— whether temporarily as the lat­ 
est “shot in the arm * takes, el feet or per­ 
manently, nobody can say. 
Employment 
picks up a bit, although grave economic 
problems still beset us, notably the 
in­ 
creasing national debt. 
The upturn makes the wage cut restora­ 
tions possible, but not automatic. 
It is 
worthy of note that great industries have 
hurried to restore wages at the 
earliest 
possible moment. They have not, as so of­ 
ten in the past, merely piously advised the 
“other fellow” to pay more. For this they 
are to be commended. But the praise 
is 
not for their philanthropy; it is for their 
sound economic judgment. 
There is no charity in General Motors 
and Chrysler when they restore wage cuts 
to thousands of workers—no more charity 
than when they call back to work tens of 
thousands of men. 
But there Ie an illustration of enlight­ 
ened management s understanding of 
the 
basic requirement of better business; that 
Is increased purchasing power. It is note­ 
worthy that the companies mentioned do 
not even restore wage cut in response to 


TWO WAGE PHILOSOPHIES 
(N. Y. Herald Tribune) 
Yesterday’s newspapers carried two stor­ 
ies on wages, one from Washington and 
one from Pittsburgh. Taken 
individually, 
both were routine items; but 
considered 
side by side, they provide a striking con­ 
trast In wage practice and wage theory. 
The Washington item stated that hear­ 
ings on the application of the railroads for 
a l B per cent wage reduction before 
the 
President s special committee had finally 
been concluded. This means that before a 
decision is rendered this wage controversy 
will have dragged out over exactly 
two- 
thirds of a year. 
In that time the issue 
has been lifted almost completely out of 
the domain of economics by t bt* 
spokes­ 
men for the unions and made a political 
football. 
The contrasting item from Pittsburgh 
deals with the “passing" of its 
monthly 
wage bonus in October by the 
Westing­ 
house Electric and Manufacturing Com­ 
pany for the first time since the latter was 
established in May, 1936. There Is no sug­ 
gestion of controversy or public mud-sling­ 
ing in this Btory out of Pittsburgh. 
Tile 
reason Is that the automatic 
system 
of 
wage b muses in effect in the 
Westing­ 
house plant is based on a 
simple 
ami 
sound economic theory. That is th* theory 
that wages should bear a reasonable rela 
tionship to a company’s profits. The West­ 
inghouse workers get only th*lr 
‘basic 
wage” this month, without a bonum, 
be­ 
cause company earnings are 
down, 
but 
that bonus, which amounts to IO per cent 
normally, rose to 16 per cent in August. 
1936, and the workers know that it 
will 
soon be on the rise again if th* present 
trend of business is maintained. 
These two new Items epitomize a fun­ 
damental issue which must be settled once 
and for all if we are to adapt our economy 
to the stress and strain of 
the 
business 
cycle. This is the Issue between rigid wage j of 
rates, arbitrarily maintained by th*' pres- be 
sure of politically and economically pow­ 
erful unions, on the one hand, and flexible 
wages on the other, which recognize 
the 
fact that increased purchasing power 
is 
not attained through high wage rates for 
a lew, but by corporate solvency, reduced 
prices and full employment. 


A self-government act was passed

They began an anti-Semitic 
boycott. 
They demanded that German be 
be made one of the official languages of 
the territory along with English and Boer 
Dutch. 
The Union of South Africa 
was 
perfectly willing to grant this, but in its 
own time and own way, without seeming 
to yield to pressure. 
In July, 1933, authorized Nazi agents, 
armed with written powers 
and 
with 
funds, came to Southwest Africa for 
the 
Nazlflcatlon of all Germans In the terri­ 
tory. 
Those who were 
reluctant 
were 
dragooned into the Nazi net by threats of 
what would happen to their relatives and 
property—-if any -back In Germany. They 
were also told: 
“ Hitler is going to get this colony back 
from South Africa. 
When that happens, 
think what will happen to you if you are 
not a loyal Nazi." 
The German schools 
became 
nurseries 
for Nazi recruits. 
Provocative processions 
were held in the capital, 
Windhoek. 
On 
one occasion the South African flag was 
pulled down from government 
buildings 
and the German flag substituted. In 1934 
the German element resigned 
from 
the 
Legislative Assembly and 
the 
Advisory 
Council. 
a 
a 
a 
Patience being 
exhausted, 
the 
South 
African police in July, 1934, raided 
the 
offices of the Nazi organization and 
the 
Hitler Jugend. 
An amazing collection of 
documents and letters was found. 
Ritter Franz von BJpp, close friend 
of 
Hitler, had written from Germany: 
"By naturalization Germans 
do 
not 
lose their Germanism if they do not give 
themselves up for lost.” 
In February, 19 34, a Nazi organizer in 
Hamburg sent out an order that all hold­ 
ers of office in German organizations in 
the territory must take oath: 
"I swear that I will bear unbreakable 
allegience to Adolf Hitler and yield un­ 
conditional obedience to leaders appoint­ 
ed by him over me.”

Newspapermen Change 
Their Ideas Of NLRB 


In their find actual 
working 
contact with the National Labor 
Relations Board, members of the 
National Presa Club, an organiza­ 
tion composed of newspapermen 
stationed in the n a tio n s capital, 
have had a sudden change of opin­ 
ion of the workings of the NRLB, 
according to a recent radio ad 
dress made by Fulton Lewis, Jr., 
veteran Washington 
correspond­ 
ent. over a 
coaat-to-coast 
net­ 
work. 
Mr. Lewis sa id : 
"Now. very frequently, the most 
important 
and 
far - reaching 
events, take place very quietly, 
and inconspicuously . . . and that 
is just what has happened during 
the last few' weeks, in connection 
with the National Labor Relations 
Board. 
"You 
know, most newspaper­ 
men. here in Washington . . . the 
editors, the writers, the colum n­ 
ists. and the correspondents . . . 
90 or 96 per cent of them. I think 
. . . have 
always 
been 
rather 
friendly, to the Labor Relations 
Board . . . they support it. and 
they even defend it. r a th e r gener­ 
ally. . . 
"The basic philosophy of the 
W agner Labor Act. of course, is 
to protect the worker against ex­ 
ploitation. and intimidation. 
. . 
and to guarantee the* right of col­ 
lective bargaining. 
"T he principle is generally ac­ 
cepted as desirable, by all progres­ 
sive, fair minded people. . . very 
few of the newspapermen h ave1 
paid much attention to the activi­ 
ties of the board . . . most of the 
actual 
news developments there 
are ra th e r dull, und routine . . . 
and most of the correspondents 
. . . without having had any first­ 
hand contact with the board . . . 
have generally assumed 
It 
Wad 
doing a good job. in a perfectly 
fair way . . 
they've supported it 
because thee support the theory 
of the Wagner Labor Act.

Club, you know, is composed of 
all the columnists, editors, spe­ 
cial writers, and news correspond­ 
ents in Washington. It has 54 em­ 
ployees . . . and I might mention, 
that those employees are very ex­ 
cellently treated. 
"T h e pay for colored waiters is 
from $66 to HOO a month (which 
is far above the union wage scale) 
. . . plus three full meals a day. 
T here’s a very large Christmas 
fund, every year . . . whenever an 
employee, or any member of his 
family, is taken sick . . . he gets 
full pay. indefinitely, and the club 
pays for all of his doctor's 
and 
hospital expenses . . .

cases, th a t has gone on for many, 
many months . . .

They certainly wore not op­ 
posed to the workers signing up 
with the CIO . . . if they wanted 
to . . . and, as a m atter of fact, 
I think a very heavy majority of 
the newspapermen, iii 
Washing­

ployees organizing. 
Objected To Threat* 
"But these threats and false 
promises did seem rather unethi­ 
cal and improper . . . and so some 
of tho officials of the Frees Club 
took the matter up with the Labor 
Relations Board. They said they 
(bought the employees had a right 
to know the truth . . . to be pro­ 
tected from racketeering and co­ 
ercion. 
"And then came the crowning 
blow . . . 
"T h e answer they got from the 
Labor Relations Board was that 
the board wasn't in the slightest 
concerned with any coercion, 
or 
threats, or of intimidation by la­ 
bor organizers . . . who were try­ 
ing to get the worker* to Join a 
union . 
.. it was merely interest­ 
ed in making sure that the officers 
and members of 
the 
National 
Press Club made no attempt to 
tell the workers not to Join. 
"They said the Press club offi­ 
cers would not be permitted to 
contradict the false statements . . 
or to 
reassure 
the 
employees 
against the threats of violence. 
"And furtherm ore, 
the hoard 
Itself would not 
do 
anything 
about it. 
CTO Is Rejected 
"Now. as it turned out, it made 
very little difference. That elec­ 
tion was held last Friday . 
the 
employees voted . . . 31 to 23 . . . 
not to join the CIO. 
"But t h a t ’s a minor point. The 
important angle is what has hap­ 
pened to the sentiment among the 
newspapermen . . . who make up 
the Press Club . . . because 
this 
little experience seems to have 
been a rather severe jolt to their 
idealism. 
"T h e r e ’s a feeling th at the Ida­ 
bel' Relations Board is not giving 
protection to the workers . . . it’s 
given license to the organizers 
"During the last four or five 
days. I have heard the same re­ 
mark from dozens of the men . . . 
who were strong supporters of the 
I*abor Relations Board, before: 
" 'If this is the way the Labor 
Relations Board operates 
. . no 
wonder there's such a howl 
of 
protest. I’m surprised that every 
businessman and industry in the 
United States isn’t yelling its head 
off.' 
"And unless I’m very much mis­ 
taken . . . I think you’ll find that 
the handling of news stories out 
of Washington, about the Nation­ 
al Labor Relations Board. 
will 
take a very different turn, from 
now on 
and that s likely to he 
reflected, in a very different atti­ 
tude. down at the capitol. 
"Stooge Of CTO” 
"I think you’ll find that the 
next congress 
will 
go 
through 
with some of these investigations 
of the I.abor Board . . . which 
were blocked in the last session. 
I think you’ll find a general de­ 
mand for a general house clean­ 
ing 
and for some adequate ex­ 
planation 
aa to why the work­ 
er hasn t just as much right to he 
protected against threats and co­ 
ercion. and intimidation, by a la­ 
bor organizer . . . who wants him 
to j<Hin a union . . . as he is against 
the employer . . . who is trying to 
prevent him from joining one. 
"And apparently, from the de­ 
velopments. 
todav 
there'll 
he 
plenty of support for that inves­ 
tigation. within the ranks of la-

There will be submitted to the 
electors at the general election to 
be held on Tuesday, November 8, 
1988, three proposed amendments 
to the constitution of this state 
and a referendum on

Public Acts of 1937, which is an 
act to provide for the transfer of 
the administration of certain ex­ 
isting state public welfare and re­ 
lief m atters, services and duties to 
the state department of public as­ 
sistance, created by Act 257, and 
to abolish the various

artm ents, 
boards, 
commissions 
.nd offices so transferred. 
Amendment I, if adopted, will 
amend the constitution so as to 
provide for four year 
term s 
of 
offices for county clerks, prosecut­ 
ing attorneys, sheriffs, register of 
deeds and treasurers of ctunties. 
It also provides that the board of 
supervisors in any 
county 
may 
unite the offices of the county 
clerk and register of deeds in one 
office or separate the

Amendment 2, lf adopted, will 
amend the constitution, so as to

Illinois football, for an official ac­ 
count of Grange’s deeds that aft­ 
ernoon of October 18, 1924, when 
undefeated Michigan and Illinois 
officially dedicated Illinois Mem­ 
orial stadium. Do you think you 
have seen a 
one-man 
football 
show? How about this one: 
Grange scooped up the opening 
kickoff and ran 96 yards for a 
touchdown before the spectators 
were settled in their seats. 
When the game was three min­ 
utes old, Grange raced 70 yards 
from scrimmage for 
touchdown 
number two. 
Two 
minutes 
later: 
Grange 
swept the end for 57 yards and 
touchdown number three. 
Again: two minutes later, the 
red-head whistled around end for 
43 yards and his fourth touch­ 
down.
